Inqoetls  at  ahortor  dtatMMOs,  iodted,  am 
attended  with  less  expense  and  more  profit.  The  very  best>  however^ 
return  hist  a  aorry  pittance*  when  compared  with  the  ample  aaktriea  of  moat 
other  Dublic  officers;  aod  men  of  talent  cannot  be  expected  lo  resign  or  neg¬ 
lect  tMir  more  advantageous  pwauits,  for  an  office  whkh  returna,  neither 
directly  nor  indirectly*  any  equivalent  haaeM*  or  emolument.  i  . 

As  to  the  allowance  for  travelling*  it  frequently  amounts  to  lem  tbaa 
one-third  of  the  actual  expense  incun^.  The  very  mesaeager  who  is  sent 
to  require  the  Coroner's  attendance  often  receives  as  muc^  and  the  coosta* 
ble  who  conducts  a  felon  to  prison  receives  more.  If*  as  he  tsTroquentljy 
compelled*  at  least  for  a  part  of  his  journey*  the  Coroner  travels  post,  Ar 
loses  eighteen  pence  by  every  mile  he  traneU^  not  to  mention  post-boy^ 
turnpikes*  refreshments*  and  other  incidental  expenses.  Surely*  then*  no 
more  need  be  said>to  convince  any  reasonable  mind  of  the  inadequacy  of  the 
Coroner's  pay*  and  the  consequent  reluctance  of  Jit  men  to  un^rtake  the 
office.  The  respectability  of  the  Coroner  and  his  Court  will  oontinue  to 
decay  as  the  value  of  money  decreases  ;  and  the  candidates,  however  nume¬ 
rous  and  eager,*  will  exhibit  less  and  less  capacity  on  every  election.'*’^  i 
But  let  the  legislature  remove  this  inqteairaent*  let  them  be  consSsttiie 
in  paying  all  public  officers  an  adequate  and  Jeiir  remuneratioo*  neith^ 
more  nor  less ;  and  there  is  little  dotmi  that  we  should  soon  see  proper  rma 
in  proper  places.  The  labourer  is  worthy  of  bis  hire*  and  souimI  economy 
stands  equally  removed  from  illiberality  and  extrav^ance. 

Id  conclusion,  1  have  only  to  lament  that  your  oMlervatioDs  should  b**  ip 
general*  so  well-founded  as  they  are*  and  to  expreu  my  anxiqly  that 
the  chief  cause  of  the  evil  should  be  as  notorious  at  the  evil  itsflf^  Iho 
remedy  is  obvious*  and  would*  I  am  convinced*  be  emafly  easy  a^  't0kc-^ 
tual.

We  do  not  engage  in  the  capa- 
ly  of  gardener  a  fellow  who  does  not  know  a  weed  from  a  flower* 
icauie  be  offers  to  serve  for  little  oi  nothing*  for  we  suspect  that  he 
ill  ottke  his  profit  by  stealing  our  vegetables*  and  we  know  that* 
Mar  he  be  dishonest  or  not*  we  roust  sufier  in  our  property  by  his 
^Qcs  of  hb  business.  If  however,  half  a  dozen  skilled  spadesmen 
krtbemaelvet,  eateris  paribus,  we  close  with  the  cheapest.  Public 
bin  are  not  conducted  with  the  wisdom  of  private  economy.  We 
hose  ptthUe  Mmuiti  with  the  knowledge  that  they  must  pay  tbem- 
hes  by  irregular  means ;  with  the  knowMge  at  the  same  time  of  the 
lifoKms  tfodeoey*  the  viriooiiiero^  d  the  pntfiea  ;  and 

inkf,  Utat  men  who  pay  themselves  always  over-pay  themselves* 
xi  nhai  makes  the  matter  still  worse,  that  they  over-pay  themselves 
raof  performing  their  duties.

*  ambition  than  the  direct  emolameiits  attached  to  it,  and  that  an  improve- 
'■sent  has  been  gradually  taking  place,  in  respect  to  the  character  of 

Coroners,  partly  in  consequence  of  the  office  being  more  generally  6lled  by 
profosstonai  men,  than  it  was  in  the  time  of  Ulicksione,  and  psrtly  in 
*eonseqoence  of  tl^  increased  respectability  of  the  profession  itself.  These 
nnset  have  been  slowly  working  a  spontaneous  cure  of  some  of  the  evils 
'iHsinf  from  the  ignorance  or  venality  of  Coroners ;  but  it  must  bc  acknow¬ 
ledged  that  mneh  still  remains  to  be  done,  and  that  an  effectual  remedy  can 
•only  be  expected  at  the  hands  of  the  legislature. 

*  The  otoects  to  which  the  attention  of  the  legislature  may,  perhaps,  be 
*moii  naefnliy  directed  io  revising  the  laws  affecting  the  office  of  Coroner  are, 
'ffrst,  the  establMimeot  of  adequate  securities  for  the  competency  and  res- 
’ponjibsiity  of  persons  holdine  the  office  ;  and,  secondly,  me  establishment 

Anfiieient  checks  against  abuses  of  the  power  with  which  Coroners  are 
iaveptrd.  To  effect  both  these  olijects  little  more  would  be  necessary  than 
•to  Vtvive  the  spirit  of  the  old  law  by  raising  the  qualifications  of  Coroners, 

far  as  may  be  practicable,  to  the  standard  of  the  statute  of  Westminster  1 , 
'Without  touching  existing  provisions  as  to  fees  and  emoluinents,  and  also 
lo  remove  all  doubts  as  to  the  nature  of  the  jurisdiction  of  Coroners,  and 
th«  illegality  of  tbe  power  frequently  assumed  by  these  officers  of  exclud- 
ffog* ihe  public  from  their  Courts.** 

'  Wu  cannot  agree  with  the  able  writer  as  to  the  policy  of  leaving 
‘kUtlouched  the  existing  nruvisiorii  as  to  fees  and  emoluments.  Men 
of  skill,  who  are  men  of  business,  will  not  undertake  a  laborious  office 
fby  hoooor  alune^  or  even  for  power.  Give  sufficient  wages  to  com- 
•imo4  sufficieal  skill,  fur  we  may  rely  upon* it  that  tbe  under-paid 
.will  Dver-^y  thecnselves  undet-hand :  without  an  undue  design  of 
tumiag  list  power  to  irregular  account,  they  would  not  accept  the 
edfiof  •  111  the  very  highest  sutioos  we  may  allow  the  honour  to  be  an 
ingredient  iq  the  requkal,  because  the  number  of  eyes  fixed  upon  the 
Juncuonary  are  so  many  checks  upon  abuse  of  trust,  and  the  disgrace 
of  deUnqncQcy  is  so  gigantic  as  to  outbalance  all  probable  temptation ; 
kul  io  Ui#  lower  and  lees-walcbed  offices  we  ba%'e  no  such  securities. 
Ivit  os  refer  again  to  ike  experience  of  private  life.  Every  newspaper 
•boonds  wiih  the  offers  of  humble  companions  to  naake  themselves 
oeefui  wiihoot  salary,  and  people  know  that  the  advertisers  may  be 
ainoeie  in  their  proposals  and  honest  in  their  purposes,  thinking  the 
WMifoils  of  genteel  atsoctation,  and  the  slender  superiority  over 
Ivifnials,  eqoivalent  to  money ;  but  who  would  have  faith  in  a  scut- 
lioii  who  offered  her  services  gratis?  who  would  fail  to  suspect  her  of 
k  jpbDd  design  on  the  kitchen  stuff,  a  plot  against  the  larder?  Or,  if  a 
porter  were  to  makejhe  same  disinterested  prufessions/lliould  we^not 
^taJkirally  infer  that  he  meant  to  rob  Uie  house?  To  retnrn  to  the 
glMtiuiUr  case  i  the  dignity  of  a  Coroner  is  not  tucii  as  to  be  an  object 
)pf«9lkition  loseniuble  and  respectable  men,  and  its  duties  are  of  a 
pinukinrly  unpleasant  nature;  while l^refore  thejoffice  is  ill-paid  an<l 
MMly  soogbt,  we  may  be  assured  i^t  an  irregular  mode  of  requital 
f  fas,  and  that  it  is  requital  not  for  the  performance  bwt  the  non-per- 
fetriMnce  pf  the  duties.  We  p^  the  man  ill  for  d^*hargif\g  certain 
kinctions,  and  he  pays  himself  well  for  lea viiijf'* them  unexecuted.

standing  in  the  State,  than  his  late  friend.  It  is  creditable  to  la>rd  Gode* 
rich,  therefore,  that  under  these  circumstances  he  has  recognised  his  claima,

Mr  Hnskisson,  who,  in  the  event  of  his  acceptance  of  ofBce,  will  ha\t  the 
lead  in  the  House  of  Commons,  is>-setting  aside  the  physical  defect  of  a 
somewhat  drowsy  manner  of  delivery  on  ordinary  occasions — exceciliiigly 
well  fitted  for  that  station,  especially  in  the  present  circumstances  of  the 
House.  In  additiou  to  his  knowledge  and  comprehension  of  mind,  he  has 
a  temper  not  easily  rutHed,  and  the  faculty,  |>eculiMrly  uK'ful  in  such  a  sta¬ 
tion,  of*  qcver,  by  any  chance,  committing  himself.  If  he  had  sJiarp  aud 
vigorous  opponents,  a  more  lively  and  impressive  style  of  speaking,  aud  the 
practice,  of  which  he  has  had  comparatively  little,  of  reply  and  couversa* 
tional  debate,  might  have  been  missed  in  him.  But  he  will  have  no  one 
opposed  to  him  who  is  his  superior  even  in  the  mere  power  of  speakiug>— 
no  one  w  ho  is  not  iufinitely  below  him  in  all  solid  merit.— G/o^e.

[llte  following  is  the  larger  part  of  the  eloquent  and  admirable  Rpoerh  of 
the  Reverend  Mr  Montgomery,  at  the  late  meeting  of  the  Presuyteriitt 
Synod  of  Ulster,  in  opposition  to  the  motion  of  the  Intolerants,  to  deprive 
Mr  Porter  of  his  clerkship  on  account  of  his  Arian  opiaiooa.] 

A  Presbyterian  by  education,  and  feeling,  and  conviction  \  a  Presbyte* 
lian,  because  1  consider  the  principles  of  our  church  esseiilially  lavouruble 
to  the  great  cause  of  civil  and  religious  liberty  ;  1  should  be  unworthy  of 
the  privileges  which  1  enjoy,  if  any  conlemplathe  view  of  peraanal  conve* 
niance,  or  temporal  Interest,  could  prevent  me  from  exprcMing  fWely,  what 
1  strongly  feel.— I,  and  those  who  thiuk  with  me,  have  had  mir  opinieni 
treated,  by  several  speakers,  with  terms  of  unmeasured  obkw|uy  and 
reproach.  The  gentlest  epithet  applieil  to  us  has  been  that  of  **  Heretics.** 
1  never  expected  to  hear  the  word  used  in  a  l*rotestsnt  anseoihly  ;  but  ifi 
reiterated  application  on  the  present  oecssion  has  taught  me,  that  no  mode 
of  faith  can  change  the  evil  propensities  of  human  nature,  and  that'thd 
hateful  passions  of  men  are  never  so  malignant  as  when  they  put  on  thd 
garb  of  religion,  'niose,  however,  who  have  adopted  this  vulgar  system 
of  abuse,  which  only  reflects  discredit  on  themselves,  and  the  eauss  which 
they  es;H>use,  have  not  tlis  insrit  of  originality  in  the  courae  which  they 
puisue.  'His  attaching  of  odious  names  to  opinions  and  persons,  marked 
out  for  {lersecution,  has  always  heihi  the  favourite  ulan  of  the  evcltuively 
righteous.  1  feel  unwilling  even  to  Nllude,  in  this  nested  assembly,  to  the 
most  glorious  Being  that  ever  appeared  upon  earth  ;  but  we  ail  know  thst 
the  Redeemer  of  the  world  was  brought  to  the  Cross,  under  the  acrusstloo 
of  hliisphemy— and  the  great  Apostle  of  the  Gentiles  was  reviled  as  a 
Heretic,  for  preaching  the  truth  aiclated  to  him  by  the  Holy  RpiHt.  Paul 
confessod  that  after  the  manner  which  they  called  heresy,  worship|>ed  he 
the  Lord  God  of  his  fathers.”  I  cheerfully  make  the  same  adniission  i  I 
own,  that  after  the  manner  which  the  majority  here  “call  Ireresy,”  1  do^ 
worship  my  Creator.  But  1  am  not  the  more  in  real  error  on  that  account  i 
for  1  believe  no  member  of  this  8ynod  will  say,  that  numbers  prove  **  srmnd 
doctrine,**  If  such  a  position  were  tenable,  woe  be  unto  iVolestantismf 
Indeed,  Moderator,  except  for  the  credit  of  this  body,  I  care  not  by  what 
name  1  may  be  called  (  neither  shall  1  retort  upon  my  opponents  the  Invi¬ 
dious  epithets  which  might  easily  he  applied,  being  determined  not  to 
sacrifice  the  best  part  of  Christianity— its  spirit  of  infinite  benignity  and 
U>ve..tO  the  support  of  a  party,  or  the  maintenance  of  speculative  opinions* 
Mr  Cooke  hoe  oeen  courteous  enough  te  compliment  me,  os  possessing 
**  talents,  acquirements,  and  elo<|oenc€  of  n<»  ordinary  kind.”  Admitting 
his  compliment  to  be  aineere,  in  how  awkward  a  situation  does  U  place 
himself.

1  do  say,  without  fear  of  rational  or 
scriptural  conlradictioo,  that  an^  body  of  fallible  men,  who  demand  assent 
or  subscription  to  any  declaration  or  test  of  faith,  in  human  language, 
under  the  fear  of  any  penalty,  or  the  Impe  of  any  reward,  are  trenching, 
not  merely  upon  the  fundamental  principle  of  Protestantism,  the  right  of 
private  judgment,"  but  also  upon  the  sacred  prerogative  of  the  great  Head  of 
the  Church.  "  Who  art  thou/*  saith  the  Apostle,  **  that  judgest  another 
man's  servant  I  To  his  own  master  let  him  stand  or  fall.*'  And  else¬ 
where  we  are  instructed,  that  **  one  is  our  master,  even  Christ,  and  ail  we 
are  brethren.*’  How  dare  those  very  Presbyterians,  that  declaim  most 
loudly  against  the  usurpations  of  Popery,  who  call  upon  the  Catholics  to 
read  their  Hibles,  to  despise  their  Priests,  and  to  extricate  themselves  from 
the  trammels  of  their  Church — how  dare  they,  in  the  face  of  common 
r>hame,  and  common  consistency,  to  turn  upon  their  brethren,  and  to 
attempt  to  place  **  the  yoke  ot  bondage”  upon  their  necks!  When  I 
witness  such  an  attempt,  I  blush  for  the  weakness  or  the  wickedness  of 
man ;  but  I  will  neither  be  a  partaker  in  the  shame,  nor  in  the  crime.  So 
truly  do  I  detest  all  human  interference  in  matters  of  conscience,  and  so 
awful  have  been  its  effects  in  the  world,  that  were  you  this  moment  to  lay 
before  me  a  human  creed,  every  word  of  which  I  believed,  I  would  not 
sul>scribe  it,  lest  I  should  thereby  sanction  the  interference  of  man  with 
the  sole  prerogative  of  the  Redeemer.  And  if.  Moderator,  you  should 
persevere,  what  will  be  the  consequence  ?  You  may  make  hypocrites  of 
the  weak,  and  the  crafty,  and  the  worldly;  you  may  make  martyrs  of  the 
firm,  the  upright,  and  the  sincere ;  but  every  child  who  hears  me  must 
know,  that  you  cannot  change  the  conviction  of  a  single  mind,  or  alter  the 
feeling  of  a  single  heart.  Suppose  you  pass  your  declaration,  and  I  refuse 
my  assent  or  signature,  which,  as  an  honest  man,  1  must  refuse,  you  will 
probably  say  unto  me,  “  We  can  no  longer  give  you  the  right-hand  of 
fellowship  but,  if  I  subscribe  your  creed,  though  you  know  I  do  not 
believe  it,  then  you  will  receive  me  as  a  brother  in  the  Lord  ! — How  re¬ 
volting,  then,  is  this  project,  to  every  virtuous  feeling  of  the  human  heart ! 
You  will  spurn  the  hand  which  is  as  pure  as  the  mountain  snow,  whilst 
you  clasp,  with  the  grasp  of  friendship,  that  which  is  black  with  the  stains 
of  perjury  !  Woe  be  unto  the  Presbyterian  Church,  if  ever  that  day  shall 
come,  in  which  falsehood  and  dissimulation  shall  be  bonds  of  union,  whilst 
truth  and  sincerity  shall  be  cast  out  of  her  counsels! — And  for  what  is  all 
this  tyranny  to  be  exercised,  this  disgrace  to  be  incurred,  this  wound  to  be 
inflicted  on  religion  }  Why,  that  we  may  not  be  liable  to  the  accusation 
of  having  a  diversity  of  opinions  amongst  us!**  That  is  to  say,  we  do 
differ,  and  we  know  that  we  shall  continue  to  differ,  but  we  will  hold  out 
false  colours  to  the  world  ;  we  will  cast  dust  into  the  eyes  of  the  multitude, 
an«l  try  to  make  them  believe  that  there  is  peace,  when  there  is  no 
peare.^’  'I'his  may  seem  very  fair  in  the  eyes  of  some,  but  to  me  it  appears 
lo  be  rank  Jesuitism  and  hypocrisy.  Yet  this  alone  can  be  the  **  unity** 
for  which  many  are  such  strenuous  advocates.  I  do  not  think  so  meanly  of 
their  understandings,  as  to  believe  that  they  aim  at  any  other  kind  of 
uniformity.  Uniformity  of  Faith!  Oh,  that  such  a  phrase  had  never 
been  heard  by  the  ears  of  man — that  such  a  vain  idea  had  never  flitted 
across  his  imagination  !  What  dungeons  has  it  crowded — what  tortures 
has  it  inflicted — what  oceans  of  innocent  blood  has  it  shed — what  tears  of 
widows  and  of  orphans  has  it  caused  to  ascend  in  sad  memorial  before  Hea¬ 
ven  !  l.eaviog  its  mightier  horrors,  what  havoc  of  integrity  has  it  produced, 
jn  the  ordinary  walks  of  life — what  lips  has  it  sealed  against  the  utterance 
of  truth,  or  opened  to  the  utterance  of  falsehood — what  private  and  poli¬ 
tical  0{>pressions  has  it  sanctioned — what  barriers  has  it  opposed  to  the 
progress  of  religion,  and  the  emancipation  of  a  world  !  Uniformity  of 
Kaith  !  U  hy,  two  of  us  can  scarcely  agree  respecting  the  most  ordinary 
occurrences  of  life.  On  the  subjects  of  literature  and  philosophy,  manu¬ 
factures  and  commerce,  government  and  laws,  there  is  an  endless  diversity 
of  opinions.  And  can  we,  then,  posssibly  expect  to  be  exactly  of  one 
minu  on  **  the  high  and  deep  things  pertaining  to  salvation  ?**  So  long  as 
human  nature  is  constituted  as  it  is,|VaryiDg  in  disposition  and  talents, 
subject  to  all  the  influences  of  education,  society,  and  interest,  a  vast 
diversity  of  religious  tenets  roust  aecessarily  prevail.  Nothing  less  than 
the  immediate  interposition  of  Heaven  could  produce  perfect  uniformity. 
And  when  we  consider  that  such  uniformity  never  has  been  attained,  it 
would  be  a  liliel  on  the  Deity  to  suppose  tbst  it  is  essential  to  the  salvation 
of  his  people.  Such  an  impious  auppoaition  would  imply,  that  an  all-wise 
and  gracious  lieing  had  given  a  religion  to  his  creatures,  inadequate  to 
which  it  was 


ion  to  his 

produce  the  effects  fur  which  it  was  designed.  But  1  do  not  require  to 
urge  this  upon  Rresbyterians,  who  spurn  at  the  idea  of  **  exelusive  salva¬ 
tion,"  and  rejoice  to  think  **  that  many  shall  come  from  the  East  and  from 
the  West,  from  the  North  and  from  the  South,  and  sliall  sit  down  in  the 
kingdom  of  God.**  The  very  churches  which  taunt  us  with  our  varieties  of 
faith,  and  reproach  us  for  permitting  the  disuse  of  our  **  ancient  standards,*’ 
have  as 


have  as  great  diversities  of  opinions  in  themselves,  as  prevail  amongst  us. 
We  might  fairly  turn  upon  them,  and  say,  **  PhysiciiM,  heal  yourselves!'* 
It  is  at  notorious  as  the  sun  at  noonday  that  the  Established  Church,  at

There  is  one  which,  at  least,  boasts  of  being  the  same  in  f, 
age,  and  clime,  and  country— the  Catholic  Church.

Whether  our  Author  has  not  gone  a  little  too  far  back  for 
hi  language,  may  be  doubtful;  for  although  that  in  which  the 
Meotnplished  and  facetious  Stewarts  once  deigned  to  sport  their  wit 
nd  pea  their  lively  lays,”  we  suspect  that  at  present  it  can  be 
dBcienily  employed  only  in  pastoral  or  burlesque.  A  sort  of  homely 
kl  vivacious  adaptation  of  the  sound  to  the  sense,  seems  to  us  to  be 
iitnialiy supplying  matter  for  the  quaint  and  the  risible;  of  which 
Mooe  has  known  how  to  make  a  better  occasional  use  than  Sir  Walter 
Seou.

Narrative  of  Don  Joan  Van  Tfafent  Tntprisonmmi  in  the  Dungeons  of 
the  IrtguUUion  at  Atadridf  ifC. 

The  work  before  us  pofscsses  that  kind  of  interest  which,  what¬ 
ever  the  speculative  opinion  of  the  reader,  will  ever  abound  in  the 
record  of  romantic  or  spirited  personal  adventure.  To  those  who 
sympathise  with  the  political  sentimenls  which  placed  the  author  in 
50  much  danger,  the  attraction  wHl  be  greater.  Don  Juan  Van  Ilalen 
was  a  very  young  Spanish  naval  officer  in  the  battle  of  Trafalgar;  he 
subsequently  fought  against  the  invading  French  armies,  but  at  length 
entered  into  the  wvice  of ‘King  Joseph  Bonaparte,  when  he  deemed 
further  resistance  useless,  lie  even  followed  that  fugitive  personage 
to  Bordeaux  in  his  retreat,  but  was  treated,  on  what  account  he  pro¬ 
fesses  not  to  know,  with  such  cavalier  rudeness,  that  he  returned  to 
Spain,  and  accomplished  his  reconciliation  by  a  stratagem  which 
efift'Cted  the  recovery  of  three  Catalonian  fortresses.  Being  then  re¬ 
instated  in  his  civil  rights,  he  obtained  a  company,  and,  after  awhile, 
a  lieutenant-colonelcy  in  the  Catalonian  army.  In  thft  meantime, 
the  worthy  Ferdinand  foui>d  hit  way  bark  into  Spain,  and  under  the 
apostolic'  influence  began  to  pity  tome  of  the  pranks  which,  as 
Shakspi'are  ol^serves,  “  make  the  angels  weep."  In  Consequence  of 
these  disgusting  gambols,  constitutional  aqd  other  plots  began  to  be 
formed  for  his  rescue  from  so  l>aleful  ft  class  of  advisers ;  ami  in  tliese 
Van  Ilalen,  with  many  more  young  and  ardent  politicians,  became 
implicated,  lie  was  bc'trayed  by  a  presumed  friend,  who  was,  in 
reality,  a  Govemment  spy,  and  arrested  by  the  Inquisition  at  Murcia, 
whence  he  was  removed  to  Ma«irid,  and  immured  in  the  dungeons 
of  the  Holy  Office  in  that  capital.  Happily,  the  papers  which  Imfl 
fallen  into  the  hands  of  tlie  Tribunal,  a.«<sisied  in  no* degree  to  involve 
Ilfs  accomplices ;  and  cunsequenily  all  the  usual  mild  means  of  that 
evangelical  institutit.ri  were  re>orled  to  in  order  to  extort  confession.

Imagining  I  was  labouring  under 
the  effects  of  a  dream,  1  earnestly  gated  awhile  no  the  group,  till  one  of 
them  approached,  and  pulling  tfte  by  the  leather  strap  with  which  my 
anna  were  hound,  gave  me  to  understand  by  signs  that  1  was  to  rise. 
Having  obeyed  this  summons,' my  face  waA  covered  with  a  leather  mask, 
and  in  this  manner  1  wft  led  out  of  the  priaon.

inhuman  heart  delighted.  Not  a  day  elapsed  without  some  fresh  indiguity 
being  offered  to  her. 

“  On  the  other  hand,  the  tribunal  instituted  a  cause  in  which  Ramona 
was  implicated  in  a  manner  no  less  arbitrary  than  absurd  ;  for  whilst  Don 
Marcelmo  was  accused  of  not  having  observed  towards  me,  according  to 
the  enjoined  rigour,  the  private  regulatious  of  the  prison,  and  of  visiting  mo 
unaccompanied  by  Don  Juanito,  she  was  charged  with  having  opened  th^ 
door  of  the  prison  that  communicates  with  the  jailer’s  apartment,  her 
master  declaring  he  had  shut  it  when  he  came  to  oring  me  the  medicine. 
This,  as  the  reader  is  well  aware,  was  not  the  fact ;  but  Don  Mircelino, 
wishing  to  mitigate  the  anger  of  his  superiors,  made  that  declaration,  which, 
fortunately  for  Ramona,  was  not  lielieved  by  them,  as  otherwise  the  wholo 
weight  of  their  displeasure  would  have  fallen  on  her.  He  also  urged,  with 
the  view  of  dissipating  the  suspicions  entertained  by  the  judge.s,  that  ho  waa 
not  an  accomplice  in  ray  flight,  and  as  an  acquittal  from  all  blame,  hit 
beinv  found  shut  up  in  my  dungeon  ;  but  the  inquisitors,  who  believed  that 
it  might  be  part  of  the  plan  of  my  escape,  and  who  were  anxious  to  obtain 
the  secret  of  if,  complicated  matters  so  much,  that  after  several  months  of 
useless  endeavours,  they  grew  tired  not  only  of  the  cause,  but  oT  inflicting 
punishment  on  those  from  whom  they  could  obtain  no  satisfactory  informa¬ 
tion,  and,  therefore,  delivered  them  mto  other  hands.  Don  Marcelino,  for 
allowing  himself  to  be  surprised  by- me,  was  condemned  le  the  galleyt 
for  ten  3rears,  and  Ktroona,  far  no  reason  at  all,  to  perpe^ial  reclusion  in  t 
!  convent. 

This  generous  girl,  after  having  supported  with  unshaken  fortlturHi 
all  kinds  of  misery  in  the  dungeons  of  the  inquisition,  sick,  and  in  the  most 
deplorable  state  of  wretchedness,  without  even  endeavouring  to  seek  Ihe 
means  of  alleviating  her  situation  by  communicating  with  Murfy,  on  whom 
she  had  so  miiny  claims,  and  who  most  assuredly  would  have  assisted  her, 
proceeded  to  the  place  of  her  confinement,  where  she  continued  suffering 
the  heavyweight  of  her  sentence  till  Ihe  political  events  of  lft20  restore 
her  to  liberty.  She  then  married  a  soldier  of  cnirastiers,  to  whom  she  had 
been  attached,  even  previous  to  her  hero’cal  misfortunes.  Happy  in  the 
humble  sphere  in  which  she  moved,  neither  herself  nor  her  husband  ever 
sought  to  ameliorate  their  condition  when  the  opportunity  offered.  A 
stranger  to  political  opinio'ns,  she  had  done  all,  suffered  all,  through  the 
sole  impulse  of  humanity ;  she  therefore  asked  no  recompense  from  the 
government,  or  from  a  single  individual — the  consciousness  of  having  acted 
rightly  was  her  sweetest  reward.  On  my  return  to  Spain,  she  found  in  me 
a  brother,  and  she  never  aspired  (0  more. 

“  Don  iMarceliiio,  restored  to  liberty  by  the  same  political  events,  /e- 
turned  to  Madrid,  and  setting  forth  tlie  sufferings  which  he  had  unjustly 
undergone,  obtained  from  the  cbnstltirtional  government  an  employment, 
certainly  much  more  decorous  than  the  disgraceful  one  which  he  had  formerly 
etercised.” 

After  remaining  fj\'e  months  in  I^ndon,  finding  his  means  of  exisl* 
ence  growing  scanty,  and  otherwise  sighing  fur  active  life,  he  fuuiKi 
means  to  reach  Hussiu,  and,  after  encountering  many  obstacles,  he 
obtained  from  Alexander  the  commission  of  Major  in  the  Russian 
service.  His  regiment  formed  part  of  the  army  of  General  Yerioaloft' 
in  Georgia,  and  the  remainder  of  the  work  losing  much  of  the  charac¬ 
ter  of  personal  adventure,  assumes  rather  the  feature  of  a  book  of 
travels ;  but  as  the  scenes  and  country  described  are  anything  but 
familiar,  considerable  interest,  although  of  a  new  kind,  remains.  Wo  • 
cannot,  however,  afford  space  for  extracts  from  this  part  of  the  work, 
beyond  the  following  brief  description  of  the  construction  of  a  Russian' 
regiment,  which  is  new  to  ns ; — 

**  The  colonel  of  a  regiment  in  Russia  is  bound,  both  morning  and  even¬ 
ing,  to  keep  open  table  fur  all  his  offleert,  pay  the  music  of  the  regiaieit,  * ' 
whether  of  infantry  or  cavalry,  defray  all  the  expeuses  of  the  Koi^Hal  of 
his  cantonment,  and  take  charge  of  the  handiwork  of  every  article  fur  the , 
complete  equipment  of  his  regiment;  so  that  the  Emperor,  or  in  Qtjior  : 
words,  the  Crown,  frirnithes  each  regiment  with  oaly|die  pay,  arms,  leathers, 
cloths,  copper  and  iron^  and  a  certain  sum  for  the  lemuunt  of  the  cavaky. 
Thus  it  is  calculated,  in  Russia  and  especially  in  Georg*»s.  that  an  infantry 
soldief  completely  equipped  for  war,  nis  arms  excepted,  costs  the  govern*  , 
ment  twenty-five  roubles  (assignats)  which  are  equivalent  to  one  pound  . 
sterling. 

“  With  respect  to  the  coloriVl’s  table,  whether  he  be  absent  or  not,  it  is 
always  provided  at  his  house,  either  with  music  or  without^  tocording  to  the 
pleasure  of  him  who  presides,  who  is  the  officer  highest  in  rank.  If  a 
stranger  arrive,  he  is  always  hospitably  received,  and  placed  beside  the 
president,  provided  only  that  he  be  introduced  by  one  of  ihe  officers.

He  readied  Spain  in  safety,  hut  again  became  an  exile  on 
the  indefenstblt  intrusion  of  the  French  army  of  Louis  XVIII,  in 
restoration  of  (he  ancient  despotism,  and  we  believe  that  be  is  now  in 
London.

Without  losing 
many  words  upon  the  subject,  we  hesitate  not  to  say  that  we  never 
witnessed  a  more  melancholy  piece  of  futility  than  this  attempt  at  ex¬ 
travagance,  since  the  world  began.  When  burlesque  fails  indeed,  it 
usually  fails  most  miserably.  Reeve  did  his  best,  and  occasioned  i 
laugh  or  two,  as  did  also  La  Porte,  but  it  would  not  go  down;  the 
audience  became  grave  as  a  church-yard ;  a  disposition  to  sibilatiot 
succeeded,  and  at  the  close  of  the  piece  a  verdict  of  damnation  was 
emphatically  pronounced,  which  the  Manager  has  somewliat  peniaa- 
ciouslv  refused  to  register.  We  witnessed  not  this  ceremony;  oir; 
afflictren  took  place  on  the  third  representation,  whicli  commenciDi 
about  a  quarter  of  an  hour  after  midnight,  the  audience  was  too  sleepy 
to  be  mettlesome,  and  endured  their  misfortune  .with  the  roost  edit¬ 
ing  composure.

The  Funds. — Consols  have  been  upon  the  rise  during  the  greater  part  of 
the  week,  but  towards  Friday  a  reaction  took  place  in  consequence  of  various 
rumours  in  relation  to  the  acceptance  of  the  Chancellorship  of  the  Exche¬ 
quer,  and  a  number  of  vague  notions  in  relation  to  an  apprehended  change 
in  the  Finance  system.

Where,  in  fact,  are  the  lAate* 
rials  for  an  ultra  Tory  administration  ?  Junius  speaks  of  a  set  of  men 
acting  in  that  capacity,  during  one  of  the  most  inauspicious  periods  of 
the  late  reign,  at  the  bare  mention  of  whom,  not  even  a  court  chaplain 
could  refrain  from  a  smile.  On  the  present  occasion,  a  hatcit  cannot 
even  be  formed  for  a  court  chaplain  to  laugh  at.  We  may  miss  a 
portion  of  the  spirit,  fire,  and  decision  of  the  late  Premier,  but,  on  the 
score  of  absolute  incapacity,  we  cannot  possibly  be  aiflioted  with  the 
domination  of  his  opponents. 

It  is  amusing  rnough  to  read  the  French  Minislerial  and  Ultra 
papers,  in  qualification  of  the  praises  and  lamentatations  of  the  Lihe* 
ral  journalists.  Ti\e  Moniteur  in  particular,  has  distinguished  itself 
by  a  dexterously-constructed  article,  in  the  first  place,  to  show,  that 
Mr  Canning  was  acting  in  strict  accordance  with  the  general  policy 
of  Europe  ;  and  in  the  second,  to  claim  for  France,  a  portion  of  the 
piaise  so  gratuitously  bestowed  on  the  councils  of  Great  Britaiu.  On 
this  occasion,  the  projected  policy  in  regard  to  Greece  is  cleverly 
taken  credit  for ;  and  as  to  Portugal,  the  rights  at  once  of  Dor 
Miguel  and  Donna-Maria  Gloria  are  objects  of  extreme  solici* 
tude.  Here  appears  the  cloven-foot,  and  lest  we  should  not  perceive 
It,  the  Ultra  QuotUiemie  pleasantly  connects  the  rights  of  Don  Mi¬ 
guel,  under  the  Charter ^  with  Uie  restoration  of  the  ancient  order  q/ 
things.  In  point  of  fact,  however  complaisaiitly  the  Courts  of  Great 
Britain  and  France  may  bow  to  each  other,  and  affect  to  believe  in  a 
reciprocity  of  intention,  it  it  evident  that  the  House  of  Dourooit 
aims  at  the  restoration  of  Portuguese  despotism,  and  at  an  ascendant 
influence  all  over  the  Peninsula ;  while,  on  the  other  hand,  our  o^n 
Cabinet  sees  in  the  establishment  of  a  ConsliluUon  the  only  means 
of  keeping  up  a  British  interest  to  counterbalance  it.  ^  Under  .’  exist*- 
ing  circumstances,  a  consistent  game  on  our  own  part  is  not  without 
its  difficulty ;  and  haviog  lost  a  point  or  two  in  the  Spanish  match^ 
we  hope  it  will  be  played  skilfully.

1^  of  which,  as  the  female  who  examined  her  stated,  appeared  approacli- 
ag  to  putrescency.  I’he  mother,  whose  countenance  indicated  a  combina- 
t»«  of  the  worst  passions,  stood  at  the  bar  with  the  most  inconceivable 
rfrootory.  Her  daughter  gave  the  following  statement : — She  was  the 
dAogkter  of  the  prisoner,  and  illegitimate,  she  believed,  as  she  could  never 
^  w  account  of  who  her  father  was,  or  whether  he  was  alive  or  not.  As 
bug  as  she  could  remember,  she  had  been  living  with  her  grandfather  at 
^rnesi.  About  six  months  since,  at  the  pressing  entreaties  of  her  mother, 
^came  to  London,  and  resided  with  her  in  White’s  yard,  Rosemary  lane, 
person  whom  her  mother  had  married  treated  her  with  kindness  and

The  premises  were  entirely  burnt  down,  only  a  fpw  wheel-carriages  aud 
some  household  furniture  being  saved  by  removal. 

Between  one  and  two  o’clock  on  Wetlnesday  morning,  an  alarming  fire 
broke  out  upon  the  premises  of  Mr  Jackson,  corn  dealer,  Uotherhithe  lane, 
which  burned  the  house  down  to  the  ground,  and  damaged  some  premises 
in  the  rear.  No  accident  to  life  occurred. 

On  \\  ednesday  night  a  fire  broke  out,  at  about  eleven  o’clock,  on  the 
premises  of  Mr  Skinner,  oilman,  in  Cripplegate  buildings.  In  a  short  time 
the  whole  house  was  in  a  blaze.  Several  engines  soon  arrived,  and  a  good 
supply  of  water  was  obtained  ;  but  all  attempts  to  save  Mr  Skinner's  house 
were  hopeless.  The  fire  penetrated  through  the  roof  of  Mr  Tyler’s 
extensive  copper  factory  next  door.  The  parapet  wall  facing  Arch  street 
gave  way,  and  fell  iirto  tlie  street  with  a  tremendous  crash.  After  this  the 
fire  was  got  under  by  the  numerous  engines  that  assembled. 

II  YDRoriioBiA. — A  poc»r  man  in  Wapping  was  requested  in  .April  last  to 
give  medicine  to  a  dog  w  hich  had  been  indis|H>sed  two  or  three  days,  bnt 
had  exhibited  no  symptoms  of  hydrophobia  ;  in  forcing  open  his  mouth  with 
a  piece  of  wood,  his  hand  slipped,  and  coming  in  contact  with  the  dog's 
teeth,  his  thumb  was  very  slightly  grazed.  The  dog  was  killed  the  same 
day.  The  poor  man  till  Wednesday  last  was  in  perfect  health,  on  which 
day  he  complained  of  pain  in  the  bitten  arm,  which  extended  to  the 
shoulder;  and  on  Saturday  morning  symptoms  of  hydrophobia  rapidly 
appeared.  His  sufferings  terminated  at  twelve  o'clock  at  night. 

Mflancholy  and  Fatal  Accident.— EniNBUur.ii,  August  ‘13.— 
Yesterday  morning,  a  singular  and  distressing  accident  occurred  in  Boith- 
wick’s  Close.  One  of  the  chimney  stalks  of  the  third  land  on  the  West 
side  from  the  bottom  of  the  Close,  consisting  of  three  flats,  and  inhabileil 
by  several  families,  suddenly  fell  with  a  tremendous  crash,  when  a  Mrs 
Delancey,  a  widow,  who,  with  her  family,  inhabited  the  upper  flat,  was 
suffocated  with  the  dust,  and  Mary  Cameron,  and  her  child,  liiree  of  her’s, 
Delancey’s  children,  James  Martin,  Elizabeth  Martin  and  child,  and  James 
Sliillinglaw,  were  sent  to  the  Infirmary,  more  or  less  injured. 

Wednesday  an  inquest  was  held  at  St  Andrew’s  Workhouse  on  the  liody 
of  John  Carmoody,  aged  32,  a  labourer.  The  deceased  was  repairing  a 
house  at  Islington ;  and  going  up  a  ladder  with  a  hod  of  mortar,  his  foot 
slipped,  he  fell  upon  the  railings,  and  broke  four  spikes,  one  of  which 
entered  his  side  and  remained  in  his  body  until  the  following  morning, 
when  he  expired  in  agony.  Verdict — ‘‘Accidental  Death.” 

On  Tuesday  night  a  man  was  taken  from  the  streets  near  Finsbury  square, 
where  he  was  lying  in  the  gutter  foaming  at  the  mouth,  howling  in  every 
respect  like  a  dog,  and  altogether  exhibiting  every  symptom  of  having  been 
bitten  by  that  animal  in  a  rabid  state.  Several  medical  gentlemen  were 
immediately  sent  for,  who  tried  the  effects  of  showing  him  water,  at  which 
he  shuddered,  and  became  exceedingly  outrageous,  lie  was  removed  la 
St  Luke’s  Hospital,  but  it  is  feared  he  will  not  survive.— Dn/Zy  papers. 

Coach  Accidents. — As  one  of  the  afternoon  coaches  travelling  between 
Worcester  and  Wolverhampton,  was  on  Thursday  se’nnight  proceeding 
down  the  hill  between  Ombersley  aud  Stourport,  laden  with  six  insides, 
twelve  outsides,  and  luggage,  in  consequence  of  driving  too  fast  without 
locking  the  wheel,  in  attempting  to  pull  up,  the  near  leader  fell  and  pulled 
the  off-leader  down,  when  the  wheelers  actually  went  over  him,  and  the 
coach  was  slopped  by  coming  in  contact  with  tlie  haunches  of  the  fallen 
horse.  The  coach  was  saved  by  a  high  hank  ;  hut  all  the  horses  maimed. 
— \  few  days  ago,  the  I’dot  Bedford  coach,  was  upset  near  the  village  of 
Silsoe,  and  the  passengers,  fifteen  in  number,  were  more  or  less  injured. 
Twvo  female  passengers,  received  severe  hurts,  and  were  unable  to  continue 
their  journey.  A  gentleman  named  Hooper  was  severely  cut  on  the  head 
and  face  ;  and  a  jioor  man,  residing  in  the  neighbourhood,  met  with  some 
dreadful  wounds.  The  coach  was  going  at  a  rapid  rate  round  a  corner, 
when  it  turned  over. — On  Friday  week  the  North  Star,  running  from  Pres¬ 
ton  to  Manchester,  was  up>et  near  the  toll-gate  at  Brindle,  in  consequence 
of  driving  furiously  along  a  turn  in  the  road.  A  female  servant  on  the  roof 
had  her  leg  horribly  lacerated,  as  it  caught  in  the  iron  railing  when  the 
coach  fell,  and  was  dragged  some  yards  afterwards  She  had  it  amputated, 
but  died  next  day.  Her  mistress,  the  wife  of  Mr  Clayton,  shoemaker  at 
.Manchester,  was  also  on  the  coach,  and  had  her  collar-bone  broken  :  she 
now  lies  dangerously  ill.  Another  servant  girl  was  much  shaken  aud  is  con¬ 
sidered  hut  just  out  of  danger.  A  child  inside  was  also  much  hurt.  The 
driver,  whose  name  is  Bull,  and  who  is  a  part  proprietor  of  the  coach,  had 
his  thigh  bone  broken,  and  died  on  Sunday,— the  day  after  the  Coroner’s 
Jury,  which  sat  on  the  body  of  the  servant  girl,  had  returned  a  verdict  of 
“  Manslaughter**  against  him. 

On  Friday,  a  party,  consisting  of  three  females  and  two  children,  left  the 
house  of  Mr  Maudock,  a  resiiectable  farmer,  iri  l*ool  I'own,  near  FUstham, 
on  a  visit  to  Neston,  about  nve  miles  distant,  in  a  taxed  cart.  One  young 
lady  undertook  the  office  of  driver.  'I’he  road  passes  through  the  village  of 
Willastoo,  and  runs  close  to  a  ))ool  of  water.  Ihey  had  proceeded  to  this 
point,  when  the  horse  inclined  towards  the  water  to  drink,  and  instantly 
the  cart  turned  over  into  the  water,  covering  two  of  the  young  ladies  under 
it.  A  cry  was  uttered  by  Ellen  Dsle,  the  driver,  who,  when  she  found  the 
cart  going  over,  jumped  beyond  its  range  into  the  water,  which  was  not 
more  than  leg  deep.  Two  men  came  to  the  asiistance  of  the  unfoitunale 
females,  who  were  taken  out  of  the  water  with  some  symptoms  of  life  ;  but 
one  died  soon  after,  and  the  other  in  the  afternoon.  'I’he  two  children 
escaped  out  behind,  unhurt,  when  the  cart  was  overturned.  Mias  Jan« 
'Fhompson  was  about  18  yean  of  aft}  Mill  Maddock  about  31.

The  night 
Was  very  dark  ;  but  hearing  a  rustling  in  the  garden  adjoining,  he  jumped 
ever  the  fence,  and  discovered  a  very  poweiful,  ill-looking  fellow  among 
some  bushes,  with  a  drawn  sword.  'The  rascal  attempted  to  escape,  hut 
was  overtaken  against  a  fence.  He  there  gave  Mr  O  a  tremendous  blow 
on  the  head,  and  stabbed  him  in  the  side,  when  a  regular  combat  ensued. 
The  fellow  at  length  cried  out  for  meicy,  and  delivered  up  his  sword.  He 
isaa  taken  to  the  guard  house,  where  they  found  on  his  person  a  dark 
laotern,  tinder-box  and  steel,  tin  candle-box,  a  disguising  cap,  and  a  large 
knife ;  the  whole  appearing  as  if  used  for  many  years.

The  terrors  of  ih«  ise 
are  wretched  replies  to  argument,  disgraceful  to  a  good,  and  fe«btt 
auxiliaries  Io  a  bad,  cau>ie.  If  there  was, any  fixed  and  nnquesiiousbic 
siaiidard  by  which  the  validity  of  opiuioils'could  bf  tried,  there  might 
be  some  sense  and  some  utility  in  checking  the  exjravagancirs  of  opinioa 
by  legal  interference;  but  since  there  is  no  other ‘siaiiJard  titan  ilie 
general  reason  of  mankind,  discusHion  is  the  ouly  mellu>d  of  tr)iiig  the 
correctness  of  all  doctrines  whatever ;  and  it  is  the  highest  presumptioa 
in  any  man  or  any  body  of  men  to  erect  their  own  tenets  into  a  criirrioa 
of  truth,  and  overwhelm  dissent  and  opposition  by  penal  inllictions. 
Such  conduct  can  proceed  on  no  principle  which  would  not  justify  all  iLs 
perseciiiions  that  disgrace  the  page  of  ecclesiastical  history.  Uri 
established  opinions  be  defended  wiili  the  utmost  power  of  reason;  let 
the  learning  of  schools  and  colleges  be  brought  to  their  support;  let 
elegance  and  taste  display  them  in  their  most  enclisniing  colours;  let  as 
labour,  no  expense,  no  argunteni,  no  fascination,  be  spared  tii  upUo1(Jiit| 

•  heir  aiiihority  ;  but  in  the  name  of  huHiaitity  resort  not  to  the  aid  of 
ilie  pillory  and  the  dungeon.  When  they  cannot  be  maintained  by 
knowledge  and  reason,  it  will  surely  be  time  to  suspect  that  jtidicisi 
-everiiits  will  be  but  a  feeble  protection.  Whoever  has  aii*-uiitrely 
meditated  on  the  progress  of  tlie  Itnrnan  race,  cannot  Call  to  discern  Uut 

•  here  is  now  a  spirit  of  inquiry  amongst  men  which  nothing  can  stop  or 
even  materially  control.  Reproach  and  obloquy, threats  amt  persecuitoii, 
will  be  vain.  They  may  embitter  opposition  and  engender  violence,  bot 
they  cannot  abate  the  keenness  of  researcli.  TTliere  is  a  silent  march  of  i 
ihongbt  which  no  power  can  arrest, and  which  il  is  not  difficult  to  foresee 
will  Ihj  marked  by  important  events.
